WASHINGTON. D. C.—The bat­

In short, where is this fight, and 
what's it all about? 


In Congress during the present 
wssion, we have the two extrem ­ 
ist organizations face to face—the 
John Birch Society, w ith tww of 
Us members in Congress. E dgar 
Biesiand and John Rousselot, and 
ifte Americans For Dem ocratic 
Action, with something 
like 40 
members peppered through Con­ 
gress and the New Frontier. 


On the same front, we have the 
Senate Preparedness Su'txrommit- 
tee's investigation of the No Win 
Policy as expressed in the sup­ 
pression of anti<ommunism by 
the military. Senator Strom T hur­ 
mond has not hesitated to go to 
the extreme Right position here. 
Several ranking Democrats who 
are not themselves extrem e Left­ 
ists will find themselves forced 
into that compromising position 
b y trying to defend the Admin­ 
istration’s actions against Gen. 
Edwin Walker. 


Battle Lines Forming 
The battle of extremism is form ­ 
ing in several State elections. Mi­ 
nority Leader Joseph Shell, of 
the California Assembly, another 
Rightist, is already in the lists 
against Richard Nixon for the 
gubernatorial n om i n a tio n. In 
Mar/land, up for rhe Senate seat 
once held by Millard Tydings and 
now beine vacated by John M ar­ 
shall Bui'er. we have a forth­ 
right Rightist, Jam es 
Gleason, 
nn'p administrative assi.stant to 
F-nator Kmwland, Gleason has 
already announced him self as a 


Republican candidate. Another un- 


apologetic ultra-conservative. M a­ 
rine G eneral Jimmy Devereux, 
who retired two years ago from 
Congress, is returning to fight for 
his old Maryland House sea t or 
possibly for the Senate. 


In M issouri, a youthful R ight 
Wing bank president from Kan­ 
sas City, named Crosby K em per, 
has announced he is a Republi­ 
can candidate lor the Senate seat 
held by Senator Ed Long. I have 
interviewed Kemper and can tes­ 
tify to his strong conservative 
views, which I'm sure the liber­ 
als will call extremist.
